CITY OF NEGEDAH 


ALMOSTJESTROYED 


The 'litlle cily of Nocedah, located 


about 35 miles south of here, was al- 
most wiped out by Una yesterday, 
the entire business section of the city 
being in ruins this morning. 


II is slated thai many people wore 


wllhout homes whon night came, al- 
tho Ihe dwelling house dislrlct was 
not destioyed, but those who had 
been living above the stores in the 
buslnjps district wore compelled to 
hunt quarters elsewhere. 


The lire started in tho Grecnberg 


departmont slore, Ihe largest store 
in the cily, and is said to have or- 
iginated from an ovcrhealod furnace. 
The Nocednh fire department battled 
wllh tlie flames for several 
hours 


when it was decided thai they wore 
unable to cope with the conflagra- 
tion and help was called for from the 
surrounding towns. 


The Grand Rapids (ire department 


responded to the call for help, taking 
down the engine from this city. The 
department left here before noon on 
a special, but owlr.g to it being im- 
possible to give Hie special a clear 
track at that time they were delayed 
at Nekooaa Junction and again at 
Babcock, so that they did not reach 
Necedah uulil after one oclock. The 
boys from iiera are of the opinion that 
had they reached the scene of the 
(Ire as promptly as they could have 
done without being OfAtayei 
<hat 


they could have saved 
considerable 


property loss. 
The old engine was 


in llrst class order and worked fln0 
all the time it was in use. 
The men 


from here worked all night and re- 
turned this morning on Ihe learly 
Milwaukee train. 


The loss at Necedah is variously 


estimated at from $300,000 to $500,- 
000, 
but of course it is impossible 


at the present time to give any accu- 
rate estimate of the matter. 
Among 


the properties destroyed was the big 
Gr:<Diiberg store, the bank, postofflce, 
George Bishop's meat market, Ira 
Crano jewelry store, J. E, Daly drug 
store, E. R. Godfrey creamery, Jacob 
Gross general store, George Harrl- 
man hardware store,L. Dodik wagon 
shop, George Horton grocery slore, 
J. F. Killer shoe store, Vaclaw cigar 
factory, 
Norman E. Lecey leather 


store, Dr. Geo. Barbara's office, Jo- 
seph Peca's bakery, G. R. Sinclair's 
dental office, Frank Toman's tailor 
shop, J. Williams and Brothers hard- 
ware stoift Lute Williams potato 
warehouse, and D. R. Wildermuth's 
photograph studio. 


Necedah's business district was 


in rather a compact mass along one 
street, and as most of the buildings 
werj of wood, once the fire got star- 
ted, it was almost impossible to stop 
it, as it burned up one building after 
another, and notwithstanding the fact 
that large amounts of water were 
poured onto thg flames, it had no ap- 
parent effect. 
The fire was not con- 


flned to one side of the street, il be- 
ing so hot that ths buildings across 
the way from the main fire wene soon 
in flames and burned to the ground.

pen, 
naval and military attaches, re- 


spectively, of the German embassy 
hero, because of the "objectionable ac- 
tivities in connection with military 
and naval matters." 


Secretary Lansing informed Count 


von Bernstorff, the German ambassa- 
dor, tuat Captain Boy-Ed, naval attache 
to the German embassy, had rendered 
himself persona non grata to the Uni- 
ted States government as the result 
of his connection with the conspirators 
of the Hamburg-American line, who 
were found guilty in New York. 


Tho state department was believed 


to be of the opinion that as Captain 
Boy-Ed had admitted his connection 
with the financing of tho operations 
which the New York jury gave a ver- 
dict as being illegal there was nothing 
else to do but inform tho German gov- 
ernment of its views. 


Secretary Lansing issued this state- 


ment: 


"On account of what this govern- 


ment considers improper activities in 
military and naval matters this gov- 
ernment has requested the immediate 
recall of Captain Boy-Ed, German 
naval attache, and Captain von Papen, 
German militaij attache, as they are 
no longer acceptable to this govern- 
ment."

N APRIL, 1913, just one month aft* 


Woodrow Wilson had taken the OiH 
of office as president of tb.e Unit' 
States, the Gridiron club of Wash 
ington gave a dinner at which Mr. 
Wilson and most of the members of 
his cabinet were guests. 
The Grld- 


ironers put on a "skit" which repre- 
sented the return of hardy "Bill" Bryan 
to the coast as keeper of the Demo- 
cratic lighthouse. 
Thero were coast 


guardsmen in the skit in plenty, and 
among 
them was "Bill" 
McAdoo, 


always ready to do service in behalf of 


humanity, and particularly in behalf of the good 
Democratic ship, Baltimore Platform, which was 
trying to make harbor laden with a precious cargo 
of party legislation. 


Most of the coast guardsmen were gathered in 


the lighthouse, circling about their returned 
leader and friend, big Bill Bryan, who had come 
back once more to hia-work as keeper. The door 
of the lighthouse was thrown open and in breezed 
a tall, lanky coast guardsman wrapped in a pea 
jacket When the newly "blown in" one brought 
his face out gradually from the folds o£ a huge 
muffler, the coast guardsmen cried in welcoming 
unison, "Why it's Bill McAdoo!" 


Later one guardsman said to another, "How did 


Bill McAdoo get there; did he coma in on the 
lifeboat?" The answer was, "No, Bill got there 
through the tunnel." 


So it is that when men speak of Secretary o£ 


the Treasury McAdoo and his career, which has 
landed him in the second cabinet office of govern- 
ment, they are apt to say that "Bill 'got there' 
through the tunnel." 


Does not everybody know what is meant by 


Bill "getting there" through the tunnel? If any- 
one be so unknowing let it be said at once that 
it was William Gibbs McAdoo, now the secretary 
of the treasury, who undertook the gigantic work 
of constructing tunnels under the Hudson river, 
through, which, railroads were run to connect ths 
terminals and cities of the Jersey side with the 
business and shopping districts of Manhattan. 
This tunnel project of. Mr. McAdoo was at first 
said to be a dream. It had been suggested and 
some attempts had been made to put it. in form 
and substance before the present secretary of 
the treasury looked on the scheme, said It wag 
good and that it could be put through. 
He put 


it through and the work was such a success that 
men now say that Mr. McAdoo " 'got there' 
through the tunnel." 


He's Often Criticized. 
:' 


It probably Is not entirely fair, to Uncle Sam's 


secretary of the treasury to say that the tunnel 
was responsible for his success. Mr. McAdoo'a 
friends would rather have it put that Mr. McAdoo 
was responsible for the tunnel's success anil that 
the same energy and other things which enter 
Into an able man's make-up were responsible for 
his "getting there" with the tunnel and with the 
other things which lie has undertaken, and also 
responsible for. his "getting there" when their 
thoughts dwell on the president's cabinet. 


Perhaps no man in Mr. Wilson's cabinet has 


been the target for so many shafts of criticism 
and so many bouquets of praise as this lanky gen- 
tleman with the Roman nose who looks after the 
interests of Uncle Sam's strongbox. Men who do 
not believe in his financial theories and some of 
his legislative endeavors say that he may be able 
to build a tunnel, but that he has not in him the 
elements of greatness as a financier and that his- 
tory will not make a second Alexander Hamilton 
out of him. Other men, lots of them, take issue. 


The legislation which established a federal 
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reserve board and virtually a new financial system 
for the United States Is of too recent enactment to 
need any particular comment. The new plan has 
been in operation for some time and judgment is 
being passed upon It according to the views of 
men. Mr. McAdoo has worked about as hard on 
his various plans for what he thinks to be the bet- 
terment of financial and commercial conditions 
as any man can. 


Concerning Some "In-laws." 


William Gibbs McAdoo Is a son-in-law of Wood- 


row Wilson. Perhaps If the history of the United 
States was searched another similar case could 
be found, but, so far as present memory goes, this 
is the first time that a chief executive has had 
in his cabinet the husband of his daughter. When 
the engagement of the secretary of the treasury 
to the daughter of the president was announced, 
some people said, "It Is all over with Mr.'McAdoo 
as secretary of the treasury." Other people asked 
why, and then the answer came, perhaps naturally 
enough, " 'In-laws' never can get along together." 


There seems to be no indication that the "in- 


law" relationship existing between the secretary 
of the treasury and the president of the United 
States Is going to interfere at all with the serenity 
of their relations. Woodrow Wilson, it is known, 
believes implicitly In Mr. McAdoo's judgment in 
matters governmental: 


Had an Eye on McAdoo. 


Washington hears occasionally that the presi- 


dent, when he was a college professor, had his 
attention drawn to Mr. McAdoo at the tunnel pe- 
riod of the latter's life. Tho word is that tho 
president thought that a man who could take 
up a scheme which had been pronounced visionary 
and make it of force and effect was a man who 
could do pretty nearly anything that he chose to 
do. So there may be some foundation, after all, 
in one way for the occasional statement with refer- 
ence to the secretary's position in the cabinet that 
"Bill 'got there' through the tunnel." 


One thing which might seem of minor Impor- 


tance Mr. McAdoo has accomplished in the treas- 
ury department while he has been engaged with 
things of seemingly much greater Importance. He 
has succeeded in securing for himself several 
hours of each day in which to give study to fed- 
eral .matters, hours in which be can be certain 
that he will not be interrupted by callers, no mat- 
ter how. high their estate, politically or legisla- 
tively. 


Soon after Mr. McAdoo became secretary of the 
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tro;istiry placards were put Into nil the elevators 
of the biiildiiiK announcing Hint it would ho Impos- 
sible for the secretary to receivo visitors until 
after one o'clock each day, because, and thlB fact 
was set forth in print, the early hours of tun day 
must be given entirely to tuo government's treas- 
ury business. 


Politicians Are Displeased. 


The effect of this placard on senators and rep- 


resentatives was notable-. They looked ut It nnd 
it is to be feared that some few of them who wens 
on their way to the secretary's cilice sworo imilnr 
their breath, and perhaps had something to say 
about Iho impertinence of a new secretary who 
would keep at buy the legislative chieftains until 
his own good time for seeing them. 


However, most, of the politicians and most of 


the legislators have accepted Mr. McAdoo's dic- 
tum, 
and as it Is Just about as easy to talk to a 


man in the afternoon as It is In the morning, 
things are going along smoothly and this secretary 
now has full opportunity to think on merchant 
marine, federal reserve and other matters of hlgli 
national moment before tho luncheon hour. 


The Intimate acquaintance between Woodrow 


Wilson and his son-in-law secretary of tho treas- 
ury began when Mr. Wilson entered political llfo 
in New Jersey. It has been said that Mr. Wilson 
looked on the tunnel operations of Mr. McAdoo 
with a deep, a scholarly and very likely a practical 
interest, but no closo personal relationships were 
established between ,tha two until Woodrow Wil- 
eon becamo governor of New Jersey. 


He Watched Wilson. 


Now It may be that William Glbbs McAdoo wan 


interested in Woodrow Wilson's career as an edu- 
cator, but if so he never has dwelt upon the fact 
in public. The truth is probably that Mr. McAdoo, 
taking an interest in New Jersey politics because 
of his own experience in getting tho legislation 
necessary to connect up his tunnels with that 
state, made him look with curiosity and perhaps 
concern on the course which tho educator was to 
follow as governor of the state "across the North 
river." At any rate, Mr. McAdoo approved of Mr. 
Wilson's course as governor of New Jersey and 
tlio two men became closo friends. Tho one Is 
now in the cabinet of the other and is also bia 
son-in-law. 


Mr. McAdoo is something of a writer and he Is 


much more than a fairly forceful public speaker. 
He cannot turn out the chiseled and polished 
phrases that come out of his father-in-law's work- 
shop, but he does a pretty good job occasionally. 
Here is what he said once about dealings with 
newspaper men: 


"To be frank, truthful and honest with the news- 


papers IB obviously the part of wisdom. There are 
only two things a reporter is afraid of—a 'scoop' 
and a 'con game.1 Don't be responsible for either." 


Concerning corporations and their dealings with 


the public Mr. McAdoo once said: "Public Opin- 
ion, Esq., must become a member, and a respected 
one, 
of every corporation board of directors In 


this country." 


Native of Georgia. 


William Gibbs McAdoo has been twice married. 


His first wife died some years ago, There are six 
children living, the fruits of tho first marriage. 
Something over a year ago Mr. McAdoo married 
the youngest daughter of Woodrow Wilson. A 
child was born recently to this union and thereby 
the president of the United States becamo for the 
second time a grandfather, for an elder daughter, 
Mrs. Sayre, had presented him with a grandchild 
some little time earlier. 


The secretary of the treasury Is a eouthern man, 


having been born in Georgia In 1863. His boyhood 
home lay in the track of General Sherman's army. 
His early years were spent in poverty, a fact 
which the secretary does not seem to deplore in 
the least for he said recently in a speech that he 
believes that "character is produced and devel- 
oped to the highest degree by hardship, suffering 
and poverty."

N APRIL, 1913, just one month ai:. 


Woodrow Wilson had taken the o;r 
of office as president of the Unit' 
States, the Gridiron club of Wash 
ington gave a. dinner at which Mr. 
Wilson and most of tho members of 
his cabinet wera guests. 
The Grid- 


ironers put on a "skit" which repre- 
sented the return of hardy "Bill" Bryan 
to the coast as keeper of the Demo- 
cratic lighthouse. 
There were coast 


guardsmen in the skit in plenty, and 
among 
them 
was 
"Bill" McAdoo, 


always ready to do service in behalf ot 


humanity, and particularly in behalf of the good 
Democratic ship, Baltimore Platform, which was 
trying to make harbor laden with a precious cargo 
of party legislation. 


Most of the coast guardsmen were gathered in 


the 
lighthouse, circling about their 
returned 


leader and friend, big Bill Bryan, who had come 
back once more to his work as keeper. 
Tha door 


of the lighthouse was thrown open and in breezed 
a tall, lanky coast guardsman wrapped in a pea 
jacket. When the newly "blown in" one brought 
his face out gradually from the folds of a huge 
muffler, the coast guardsmen cried in welcoming 
unison, "Why it's Bill McAdoo!" 
Later one guardsman said to another, "How did 


Bill McAdoo get there; did he come In on the 
lifeboat?" 
The answer was, "No, Bill got there 


through the tunneL" 


So it is that when men speak of Secretary of 


the Treasury McAdoo and his career, which has 
landed him in the second cabinet office of govern- 
ment, they are apt to say that "Bill 'got there1 


through the tunnel." 


Does not everybody know what is meant by 


Bill "getting there" through the tunnel? 
If any- 


one be so unknowing let it be said at once that 
It was William Gibbs McAdoo, now the secretary 
of the treasury, who undertook the gigantic work 
of constructing tunnels under the Hudson river, 
through which railroads were run to connect tha 
terminals and cities of the Jersey side with the 
business and shopping districts of Manhattan. 
This tunnel project of Mr. McAdoo was at first 
said to be a dream. It had been suggested and 
some attempts had been made to put it in form 
and substance before the present secretary of 
the treasury looked on the scheme, said it was 
good and that it could be put through. He put 
it through and the work was such a success that 
men now say that Mr. McAdoo " 'got there' 
through the tunnel." 


He's Often Criticized. 
: 


It probably Is not entirely fair to Uncle Sam's 


secretary of the treasury to say that the tunnel 
was responsible for his success. Mr. MciAdoo's 
friends would rather have it put that Mr. McAdoo 
was responsible for the tunnel's success ami that 
the same energy and other things which enter 
into an able man's make-up were responsible for 
his "getting there" with the tunnel and with the 
other things which he has undertaken, and also 
responsible for. his "getting there" when their 
thoughts dwell on the president's cabinet. 


Perhaps no man In Mr. Wilson's cabinet has 


been the target for so many shafts of criticism 
and so many bouquets of praise as this lanky gen- 
tleman with the Roman nose who looks after the 
interests of Uncle Sam's strongbox. Men who do 
not believe In his financial theories and some of 
his legislative endeavors say that he may be able 
to build a tunnel, but that he has not In him the 
elements of greatness as a financier and that his- 
tory will not make a. second Alexander Hamilton 
out of him. Other men, lots of them, take issue. 


The legislation which established a federal 
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reserve board and virtually a new financial system 
for the United States Is of too recent enactment to 
need any particular comment. The new plan has 
been in operation for some time and judgment is 
being passed upon it according to the views ot 
men. Mr. McAdoo has worked about as hard on 
his various plans for what he thinks to be the bet- 
terment of financial and commercial conditions 
as any man can. 


Concerning Some "In-laws." 


William Gibbs McAdoo is a son-in-law of Wood- 


row Wilson. Perhaps If the history of the United 
States was searched another similar caso could 
be found, but, so far as present memory goes, this 
is the first time that a chief executive has had 
in his cabinet the husband of his daughter. When 
the engagement of the secretary of tho treasury 
to the daughter of the president was announced, 
some people said. "It Is all over with Mr. McAdoo 
as secretary of the treasury." Other people asked 
why. and then the answer came, perhaps naturally 
enough, " 'In-laws' never can get along together." 


There seems to be no indication that the "in- 


law" relationship existing between the secretary 
of the treasury and the president of the United 
States Is going to interfere at all with the serenity 
of their relations. Woodrow Wilson, it Is known, 
believes implicitly In Mr. McAdoo's Judgment in 
matters governmental. 


Had an Eye on McAdoo. 


Washington hears occasionally that the presi- 


dent, when be was a college professor, had his 
attention drawn to Mr. McAdoo at the tunnel pe- 
riod of the latter's life. 
Tho word is that ths 


president thought that a. man who could take 
up a scheme which had been pronounced visionary 
and make it of force and effect was a man who 
could do pretty nearly anything that he chose to 
do. So there may be some foundation, after all. 
In one way for the occasional statement with refer- 
ence to the secretary's position in the cabinet that 
"Bill 'got there' through the tunnel." 


One thing which might seem of minor Impor- 


tance Mr. McAdoo has accomplished in the treas- 
ury department while he has been engaged with 
things of seemingly much greater importanca. He 
has succeeded In securing for himself several 
hours of each day in which to give study to fed- 
eral matters, hours In which he can be certain 
that he will not tre interrupted by callers, no mat- 
ter how high their estate, politically or legisla- 
tively.

least number that can be depended 
upon to nuet the market require- Gentlemeii:- 
ments 
The reason for this is that 


It has been found a much easier task 
to soil large quantities of one variety 
than an equal quantity made up of 
a number of varieties. It is believed 
that the same principle applies to the 
potato crop. 


In a recent publication by the de- 


partment, Bulletin No. 176, a system 
of classification of potatoes is pre- 
sented in which the leading commer- 
cla' types are referred to 11 groups, 
and a 'list of the varieties studied 
which are thought to belong to each 
group is furnished. In many cases 
the varieties listed in each group are 
so nearly Identical th'at In the opinion 
of the author of this bulletin there 
Is no justification for the retention of 
mote than 10 per cent ol them. 


The commercial grower should de- 


termine what grcup or class of pota- 
toes is best adapted to his climatic 
and soil conditions, and then confine 
his efforts to not more than, one or 
two varieties within that group. In 
this way it -will be possible for him 
to become more familiar with the be- 
havior of the variety he's growing; to 
recognize its special cultural require- 
ments; and to offer for sale a much 
more uniform and high-grade product 
than where he is dissipating his en- 
ergies on a dozen or more varieties. 


The potato growers of some of 


our Middle Western States, particu- 
larly those of Wisconsin, are being 
strongly urged by their potato spe- 
cialists and State associations 
to 


adopt the community plan of grow- 
ing potatoes of one, or, at the most, 
two varieties. In this way the buyer 
can be assured of securing uniform 
stock, in carload lots, of Green Moun- 
tain, Rural New Yorker, or other 
classes of potatoes. 


The movement must come from the 


grower though confining his efforts 
to a faw varieties preferably not more 
than one or two. 
These should be 


selected Intelligently, with reference 
to soil and climatic conditions. For 
example, the Green Mountain group 
Is particularly well adapted to the 
cooler and moister sections of the 
United States. The Rural New York- 
er, while succeeding under similar 
conditions, Is also able to produce 
satisfactory crops where the soil and 
air temperatures are higher, and 
where the summer precipitation Is 
scant, provided moisture is abundant 
in September and October. The Irish 
Cobbler group, consisting of early 
varieties, is at Its best in the North, 
but also produces well when planted 
as an early truck crop In the South. 


The size of the seedsman's lists is 


very largely, if not entliely, governed 
by the grower, and the remedy lies 
wholly with him. 
. 


The efforts of the potato grower, 


dealer, and seedsman should be di- 
rected as follows; 


1. Reduce the variety list to a few 


standard commercial varitles. 


2. Standardize these by careful se- 


lection and culture. 


3. Adopt the community plan of 


growing but one or two varieties and 
advertise this fact to the public. 
- 4. Demand a higher grade seed po- 
tato from your seed grower or dealer, 
but in so doing be willing to pay a 
correspondingly higher price for it.

the desirability of considering s 
iously a very material reduction 
the number of varietlss grown. 
any given community or section 
the country. 
It has been the history of eve 


oth-jr staple crop that the fewer t 
varieties grown the more easily th 
are marketed. 
The pioneer fr 


grower in America tried to grow 
largD a list of varieties as he co 
afford to purchase, while today 
tendency is to reduce the list to the 
least number that can be depended 
upon to nraet the market require- 
ments. 
The reason for this is that 


it has been found a much easier task 
to sell large quantities of one variety 
than an equal quantity made up or 
a number of varieties. 
It is believed 


that the same principle applies to the 
potato crop. 
In a recent publication by the de- 


partment, Bulletin No. 176, a system 
of classification of potatoes is pre- 
sented in which the leading commer- 
cia'i types are referred to 11 groups, 
and a list of the varieties studied 
which are thought to belong to each 
group Is furnished. 
In many eases 


the varieties listed in each group are 
so o.early identical th'at in the opinion 
of the author of this bulletin there 
is no justification for the retention of 
more than 10 per cent of them. 


The commercial grower should de- 


termine what group or class of pota- 
toes is best adapted to his climatic 
and soil conditions, and then conflne 
his efforts to not more than one or 
two varieties within that group. 
In 


this way it will be possible for him 
to become more familiar with the be- 
havior of the variety he's growing; to 
recognize its special cultural require- 
ments; and to offer for sale a much 
more uniform and high-grade product 
than where he Is dissipating his en- 
ergies on a dozen or more varieties. 


The potato growers of some of 


our Midd'le Western States, particu- 
larly those of Wisconsin, are being 
strongly urged by their potato spe- 
cialists and State associations to 
adopt the community plan of grow- 
ing potatoes of one, or, at the most, 
two varieties. 
In this way the buyer 


can be assured of securing uniform 
stock, in carload lots, of Green Moun- 
tain, Rural New Yorker, or other 
classes of potatoes. 
The movement must come from me 


grower though confining his efforts 
to a faw varieties preferably not more 
than one or two. 
These should be 


selected intelligently, with reference 
to soil and climatic conditions. 
For 


example, the Green Mountain group 
is particularly well adapted to the 
cooler and moister sections of the 
United States. The Rural New York- 
er, while succeeding under similar 
conditions, is also able to produce 
satisfactory crops -where the soil and 
air temperatures 
are higher, and 


•where the summer precipitation Is 
scant, provided moisture is abundant 
in September and October. The Irish 
Cobbler group, consisting of early 
varieties, is at its best in the North, 
but also produces well when planted 
as an early truck crop in the South. 


The size of the seedsman's lists Is 


very largely, if not entirely, governed 
by the grower, and thfj remedy lies 
wholly with'him. 
The efforts of the potato grower, 


dealer, and seedsman should be di- 
rected as follows: 
1. Heduce the variety list to a. few 


standard commercial varities. 


2. Standardize these by careful se- 


lection and culture. 
3. Adopt the community plan of 


growing but one or two varieties and 
advertise this fact to the public. 
• 4. Demand a higher grade seed po- 
tato from your seed grower or dealer, 
but in so doing be willing to pay a 
correspondingly higher price for it.

Tho orders ot St. Anno, St. Stanis- 


laus and St. Georgo are all well-known 
Russian orders of knighthood. 


The order of St. Anno was founded 


by Charles Frederick, duko or Hols- 
tein-Gottorp, in 1735, in honor of his 
wife, Anne Petrovna, a daughter of Pe- 
ter the Great, the famous czar, who 
remodeled Russia on a European ba- 
sis, acquired the Baltic provinces in 
which fighting Is nt present going on, 
and founded Petrograd, the capital. It 
was adopted as a Russian order in 


1797 
by their grandson, tho Emporor 


Paul. There are four classes. 


Tho order of St. Stanislaus was 


founded oiiginnlly as a Polish order 
by Stanislaus Augustus Pouiatowski, 
the famous king of Poland, in 17GC. 
It was adopted as a Russian imperial 
order in 1831. 


The Military Order of St. Georgo 


was founded by tho Empress Cather- 
ine In 1769 for military service on land 
and uan, with four classes. 
A fifth 


class for noncommissioned olllcors and 


men, 
was added in 1807. Tho badge Is 


a white cross with gold borders, with 
a red central medallion, on which is 
the figure of St. George slaving tho 
dragon. 
The ribbon is orange with 


three black stripes.

Separat- 
ed, they are subject to all the cross cur- 
rents ot the confused politics of a world 
of hostile rivalries; united In spirit and 
purpose they cannot he disappointed of 
their peaceful destiny.

Force of Trained Citizens. 


By way of making the country ready 


lo assert some part of Its real power 
promptly and upon a larger scale, should 
occasion nnse, the plan also contemplates 
supplementing the army by a force of 
IMl.dOO disciplined cltlj-ens. raised In Incre- 
m i n t s of 133,000 a year throughout a pe- 
riod of three years. This It Is proposed 
lo do bv a process ot enlistment under 
which the serviceable men ot tho coun- 
trj would be asked to hind themselves to 
suve with the colors for purposes of 
training 
for short periods throughout 


three years, and to come to the colors 
at call at any time throughout an addi- 
tional "furlough" period of throe years. 
This force of mm 
men would ho pro- 


vided with personal accoutrements as fust 
ns enlisted and their equipment for the 
Hel'l made ready to be supplied at any

They would be, assembler] for train- 


ing at

places In association with suitable units 
ot the rcKiilar armv.

me lery clear that It will be to the ad- 
vantage of the country for the congress 
to adopt a comprehensive plan for put- 
ting the navy upon a final footing of 
slrengtli and efficiency and to pi ess thai 
plan to complelion within the next live 
years. 
We have always looked to the 


navy of the country as our first and chief 
line of defc-rse: we have always seen It 
to be our manifest course of prudence 
to be strong on the seas. Year by year 
we have been creating a navy which now 
ranks very high Indeed among the navies 
of the maritime nations. We" should now 
definitely determine how we shall com- 
plete what we have begun, and how soon

only part of what lias to be considered 
If we are to consider the supreme matter 
of national self-sufficiency and security 
In all its aspects.

Is, for example, a very pressing question 
of trade and shipping Involved In this 
great problem of natlonal adequacy 
It 


Is necessary for many weighty reasons of 
national efficiency and development that 
we should have a great merchant ma- 
rine. The great merchant fleet we once 
usedI to make us rich, that great body of 
sturdy sailors who used to carry our nag 
Into every sea. and who were the pride 
and often the bulwark of the'natlon' we 
have almost driven out of existence by 
Inexcusable neglect and Indifference and 
by a hopelessly blind and provincial nol- 
i \i° v. s?-callea economic protection. 
It 


Is high time we repaired our mistake and 
resumed our commercial Independence on 


For It Is a question of Independence. 


If other nations go to war or seek to 
hamper each other's commerce our mer 
to TS' ilJ, SeeT' are at thei1' ™roy, 
o do w th as they please. We must u;e 
their ships, and use them aa they 'deter- 
mine. We have not ships enough of our 
own. 
We cannot handle our own com- 


merce on the seas. Our Independences 
provincial, and Is only on land and with 
n our own borders. We are not likely 
to be permitted to use even the ships of 
other nations in rivalry of their own

truae, and are without means to extend 
our commerce even where the doors are 
wide open and our goods desired. 
Such 


» situation la not to be endured. It Is 
TTn.S, «. !mt>ortnn<!« not only that the 
United States should be Ita own carrier 
on the seas and enjoy the economic In- 
dependence which only an adequate mer- 
chant marine would give It, but also that 
..e American hemisphere as a 
whole 


should enjoy a like Independence and self, 
sufficiency, If It |, not to Da drawn ",•'• 
the tangle of European affairs. Without 
such Independence the whole question of 
pur political unity and self-determination 
Is very seriously clouded and complicated 
indeed. 


Moreover, we can develop no true or ef- 


fective American policy wllhout ships of 
our own-not ships of war, but ships of 
peace, carrying goods and carrying much 
more: creating friendships nnd 
rcmler- 


Ing Indispensable services lo all Interests 
on this side of the water 
They must 


move constantly back and forth between 
the Americas. They are the only shuttles 
that can weave the dc-llcate fabric of 
sympathy, comprehension, confidence and 
mutual dependence In which we clotho 
our policy of America for Americans.

How shall we obtain the new revenue? 


It seems to me a clear dictate of pru- 
dent, statesmanship 
and 
frank finance 


that In what we are now, I hope, about 
to undertake we should pay as we go 
The people of ths country are entitled to 
know Just what burdens of taxation they 
are to carry, and to know from the outset 
now. The new bills should be paid by'in' 
ternal taxation. 


To what sources, then, shall we turn' 


We would be following an almost unl^ 
versal example of modern governments 
If we were to draw the greater part or 
even the whole of tho revenues we need 
from the Income taxes. 
By somewhat 


lowering the present limits of exemption 
and the figure at which the surtax shall 
begin to IM Imposed, and by Increasing 
step by step throughout the present grad- 
uation, the surtax Itself, the Income taxes 
as at present apportioned would yield 
sums sufficient to balance the books of 
he treasury at the end of the fiscal year 
1917 without anywhere making the bur- 
den unreasonably or oppressively heavy ' 
The precise reckonings are fully and ac- 
curately set out In the report of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, which will be im- 
mediately laid before you. 


And there are many additional sources 


of revenue which can Justly be resorted 
to without hampering the Industries of 
the country or putting any too great 
charge upon Individual expenditure

Is high time we repaired our mistake and 
resumed our commercial Independence on 
the seas. 


For it Is a question of Independence. 


If other nations go to war or seek to 
hamper each other's commerce, our mer- 
chants, It seems, are at their mercy, 
to do with as they please. We must use 
their ships, and use them as they "deter- 


We have not ships enough of our 
We cannot handle our own com- 


tra<fe, anJ *re without means to extend 
our commerce even where rhe doora are 
wide open and our coods drslred. 
Such 


a situation Is not to be endured. 
It Is 


of capital Importance not only that the 
United States should be Its own carrier 
on the seas and enjoy the economic In- 
dependence which only an adequate mer- 
chant marine would give It. but also that 
the American 
hemisphere aa a 
whole 


should enjoy a like Independence and self- 
sufflclency. if It la not to be drawn Into 
the tangle ot Buropean affairs. 
Without 


such independence the wholt question 
our political unitj- and self-determination 
is very seriously clouded and compllralei 
indeed. 


Moreover, we can develop no true or ef 


fectfve American policy without ships o 
our o\vn—not ships of wstr. hut *hlp.s o 
peace, carrying- Roods and carrying muct 
more: creating friendships nnd
